CHICAGO (W —New disclosures 
swung the I Va-million dollar em­ 
bezzlement scandal of imprisoned 
ex-state Auditor Orville E. Hodge 
back into prominence today 
The developments occurred from 
an investigation by Albert E. Jen- 
ner Jr., a special assistant attor­ 
ney general, into the finances of 
Hodge. 
Jenner sought to trace a $35,000 
fee paid by the Union Electric Co., 
St. Louis, in connection with a bill 
which it wanted to pass the 1955 
Illinois Legislature. 
Jenner said J. Roy Browning, 
Chicago lawyer, said the utility 
agreed to pay Hodge and Brown­ 
ing the money to lobby for the 
bill, which was approved by the 
Legislature. 
Browning, however, said he r% 
ceived only one check, for $7,500 
which he endorsed over to Hodge,

Meanwhile, the Securities St Ex­ 
change Commission began a secret 
investigation at Washington into 
the alleged payments of the utility.

Defense Dep't 
Hits Use of Using 
U. S. Equipment 


WASHINGTON OB—1The Defense 
Department accused Britain and 
France today of violating their in­ 
ternational agreements with the 
United States by using U. S. mili­ 
tary aid equipment in the attack 
on Egypt. 
The department, however, ap­ 
parently plans no disciplinary ac­ 
tion against the two governments 
beyond verbal protests. 
It said in response to inquiries 
by the United Press that the United 
States “ has made representations 
to the British and French concern­ 
ing their violation of bi * lateral 
agreements 
concerning 
military 
equipment .destined for the defense 
of the North Atlantic Treaty area.” 
Meanwhile, U. S. officials said 
Russia and Red China would be 
flirting with a major war if they 
carried out their threats to send 
“ volunteer” forces into Egypt. 
Security Council Meets 
President Eisenhov\er was be­ 
lieved 
to have discussed 
these 
threats and other aspects of the 
Middle East crisis with his top 
advisers at a morning session of 
the National Security Council. He 
also was to confer with Acting 
Secretary of State Herbert Hoover 
Jr. this afternoon. 
The Defense Department state­ 
ment was the fir§t to say officially 
that the bi lateral agreements gov­ 
erning the use of U. S. military aid 
had been violated. 
It became known early in the 
fighting, 
through press reports, 
that British and French, troops 
were using U. S. equipment. The 
Defense Department at that time 
took a non-committal stand. 
The bi-lateral agreements with 
Britain and France specify that 
U. S. military aid is to be used 
“ to promote the integrated defense 
of the North Atlantic Treaty area.” 
In the past six years, the United 
States has furnished $3,600,000,000 
in military equipment, supplies and 
services to France and about SI,- 
000,000,000 to Britain.

The national support rate for 
the 1956 crop-grown under the base 
acreage program calling for 51 
million acres-was $1.50 a bushel, 
or 84 per cent of parity. The 1957 
rate of $1.31 would be 19 per cent 
below the 1956 rate. 
Farmers who did not comply 
with requirements under the base 
acreage program this year were 
eligible for support rates of $1.25 
a bushel. 
If two-thirds or more bf the 
farmers who vote in the Dec. ll 
referendum favor base acreages, 
that program will be In effect in 
1957.

High Costs. Hit 
Road Program 


WASHINGTON AB—The history- 
making federal aid highway pro­ 
gram—now only 20 weeks old— 
already has developed symptoms 
of becoming a slower and more ex­ 
pensive proposition than expected. 
The outstanding symptom is the 
rising cost of constructing roads— 
up 3.8 per cent since President 
Eisenhower signed the $27 6 bil­ 
lion highway bill at the end of 
June. 
In money, that means up 
$l-billion. 
A federal highway official said 
today the price increases so far 
have been offset by the develop­ 
ment of more efficient road build­ 
ing methods. 
But neither he nor 
other road experts saw any signs 
that the cost climb is stopping 
now. 
The Bureau of Public Roads will 
send Congress an official re-esti­ 
mate of the total cost in January 
1958. That re-estimate is generally 
expected to be larger. 
Lopking ahead to that increase, 
federal authorities have concluded 
informally that the program—and 
the taxes to pay for it—probably 
will have to be stretched out for 
more than the planned 13 to 15 
years. 


Report Russia Deports Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters to Siberia 


WASHINGTON AB -The United 
States 
is investigating 
Russia’s 
reported deportation to Siberia of 
thousands of Hungarian freedom 
fighters, American officials said 
today. 
If the deportation move is con­ 
firmed, the United States may take 
formal steps to denounce the action 
and call on Russia to return the 
uprooted Hungarians. 
Or it may 
introduce a resolution in the Unit­ 
ed Nations condemning the forced 
removal of Hungarians from their 
homeland. 
The State Department said it 
had a preliminary one-word reac­ 
tion to news of the deportation of 
Hungarians: "Revulsion.” 
Press Officer Lincoln White said 
the matter "is under urgent con­ 
sideration.” 
Officials 
said the * deportation 
would be a violation of the Inter­ 
national Convention on Genocide 
which the Soviet Union has signed. 
That agreement bars removal of 
populations to accomplish political 
goals and also outlaws mass ex­ 
termination of peoples. 
Russia previously has been ac 
cused before the U. N. Education­ 
al, Scientific and Cultural Organ­ 


ization of violating the convention.

States 
prepared 
meanwhile to speed the entry of 
5,000 Hungarian refugees to this 
country. 
The White House said 
late Wednesday that the Army is 
readying barracks .at Camp Kil­ 
mer. N. J., to house the refugees 
temporarily. 
Officials hope the 
first group may start arriving by 
the end of next week. 
White House Press 
Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said Americans 
from all sections are responding 
overwhelmingly with offers of em­ 
ployment and housing for the refu­ 
gees and adoption of children.

CHICAGO AB—A world oil short­ 
age is likely except in the United 
States until transport facilities are 
adjusted to the Suet Canal closure, 
industry leaders predicted Wednes­ 
day.
